From the Board Chair 



On February 1 st , the BCS Board enthusiastically 
accepted a unanimous recommendation to 
appoint Lewis Evans to succeed Nancy Layton as 
Head of BCS, effective July 1, 2003 

For the first time, BCS put together a broadly- 
based search committee, including representatives 
of the faculty, staff and administration, as well as 
Alumni, parents and the board, to recommend a 
new Head. The committee con- 
sulted with the BCS community 
and developed a profile for the 
ideal candidate, which was widely 
published. 

Through the work of the search 
committee it became clear that the 
School must build on its traditions 
and character as an independent 
boarding school in Quebec, and 
bring BCS to a new level of excel- 
lence in academic and boarding 
school life. It is time to reaffirm the 
School's vision and communicate 
it effectively to our community 
and future families. 

We believe that Lewis Evans is the person who 
can do this job. Lewis is a teacher, with a long 
record of creative accomplishments. He is highly 
experienced in boarding school life. We know that 
he has the leadership skills the School needs; he is 
consultative but is not afraid to make decisions. He 
gave us a clear vision of what the School can and 
should be. He has a proven ability to communicate, 
with highly successful results. In addition he also 
has the great advantage of knowing this School, its 
history and traditions, better perhaps than anyone 
else alive, and he has demonstrated his commit- 
ment to the betterment of BCS over many years.

Lewis is deeply connected to BCS. His father, 
after whom the R. Lewis Evans Memorial Theatre is 
named, taught here from 1934 through 1972. Many 
of his extended family have attended the School as 
students, including Lewis himself (BCS '65), his sis- 
ter Anne (KHC '63) and his brothers Tom (BCS '68) 
and Alan (BCS 72). Lewis and Catherine's own chil- 
dren are 5 th generation Alumni - Lewis (BCS '96) 
and Emily (BCS '98). Catherine 
Evans is Head of the English 
Department, an award winning 
teacher and the creative force 
behind literary accomplishments 
such as Inscape. Together, 
Catherine and Lewis make a 
strong team from which the 
School will benefit greatly. 

Lewis graduated with his B.A. 
from Queen's University in 1969 
and earned a Certificate of Educa- 
tion from the University of Manito- 
ba in 1973. He began his teaching 
career in 1969 at St-John's Ravens- 
court, where he worked for six years. In 1975 Lewis 
completed the first year of a two-year Master of Fine 
Arts at the University of Alberta. He returned to BCS 
in 1975 and taught drama and English, he was 
Housemaster of Smith House, he has coached 
sports and led the Development Office. In this last 
role, Lewis has effectively galvanized Alumni, 
friends and staff to support the needs of the School. 
A wonderful example of this occurred on 
February 27 th . Two remarkable Alumni, Richard 
Tomlinson (BCS '40) and Scott Abbott (BCS '67) 
were inducted into the Heneker- Williams Society at 
a gala dinner in Toronto, in recognition of their out- 
standing support for BCS through the 20/20 Vision 
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Capital Campaign. Their endowment of Chairs for 
English and Science will double the School's aca- 
demic budget, benefitting all departments. This 
event showcased the commitment, energy and 
enthusiasm so many people have for our fine 
School. I would like to thank everyone who orga- 
nized and attended, and we look forward to many 
more events such as this one. 

Lewis Evans has worked side by side with Nancy 
Layton over the last eight years. Together they have 
successfully brought the 20/20 Vision Capital Cam- 
paign beyond its $15 million goal. Just as they have 
worked as colleagues over the years they continue 
to do so now, ensuring that the School will experi- 
ence a smooth transition from one Head to the 
next. When the change of leadership takes place on 
July 1 st ' both Lewis and the School will be ready. 

The job of Head of a school such as BCS is both 
challenging and demanding. Its responsibilities are 
24/7 and encompass a range of areas that would 
overwhelm the CEO of most businesses. When she 
was appointed to lead BCS in 1995, Nancy Layton 
became the first female Head of an independent 
boarding school in Canada. On October 5, 1996, 
Nancy married Joe Stairs in the St. Martin's Chapel. 
In true BCS style, all staff and students were wel- 
comed, the choir sang and the community shared 
in Joe and Nancy's special day. Nancy and Joe will 
retain many memories of a very full life at BCS. 

During Nancy's term, BCS has attracted quality 
students from around the world and has raised $15 
million to build new academic facilities, for faculty 
development and for financial assistance. The last 
eight years have seen the fine arts flourish, led by 
the international reputation of our literary magazine, 
Inscape; they have seen innovative programs such 
as the Ondaatje Endeavour created, and perhaps 



most important, the debt load reduced from $2.5 
million to a debt-free position on June 30, 2002. 
Nancy's clarity and directness in decision making 
and her commitment to tight and prudent fiscal 
management were key to this accomplishment. 

Nancy's personal approach and management 
style have helped her achieve her many successes. 
She is highly analytical and calm when faced with 
difficult situations. She is able to make tough choic- 
es and stand by them. She has been a positive role 
model for many students as they have watched and 
learned from her, and she passes on to Lewis a 
highly capable and committed team in the faculty 
and staff. 

I could not write about Nancy without mention- 
ing her incredible golf game - both her passion and 
her skill! She has, without faltering, dominated all 
BCS golfing events since she arrived in Lennoxville. 

On behalf of the BCS community, I would like 
to take this opportunity to thank Nancy for her hard 
work, dedication and love of the School, which has 
been her steady focus for the last eight years. We 
wish her and Joe all happiness in their new life and 
look forward to seeing them at future BCS occa- 
sions. She leaves the School in a solid position for 
her successor, its 27 th Headmaster, Lewis Evans. 

BCS is headed toward a bright future. Parents, 
Alumni and Friends are all part of the great com- 
munity we call BCS. It is an exciting time and it is 
my hope that each of us will find ways to help the 
School realize its full potential and support our 
new Head - by attending events, giving to the 
financial campaigns and encouraging new students 
to experience the real and lasting benefits of a BCS 




education.

subject I love to young people who are eager 
to learn." 

That's what one of my colleagues said in a meet- 
ing the other day. 

I believe that while you can teach a person to 
teach, you can't teach a person to be a teacher. 
There's a difference - and at BCS we want (and 
have) teachers. 

Consider the opportunity that is given to a 
teacher at a boarding school. We have our students 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. We give them 
the best possible academic program and then we 
keep on teaching! Whether it's on the sports field, 
in band practice or choir, at play rehearsal or in the 
House common room, we keep on teaching. 

We who work here have an awesome responsi- 
bility. Parents entrust us with their children - our 
students - for what are possibly the most formative 
and difficult years of their lives. Yes, we prepare 
them for university and we get them in, but we 
must also lead by example in order to develop 
moral, creative and responsible young men and 
women - people prepared to take on whatever 
comes next. Our successes are evident not only in 
standings and marks, but also in every time we help 
a lonely or isolated student to fit in, or when we 
show students they can do what they thought they 
could not; we succeed when we persuade a bully 
to help rather than to hurt, and when we teach a 
selfish child to give rather than to take. These are 
wonderful opportunities; they are awesome respon- 
sibilities. 

BCS is a place where individual attention is para- 
mount, where faculty and staff alike care for and 
attend to the welfare of each student. It is a place 
which need not boast about its traditions and histo- 
ry because they are all around, and as we move for- 
ward, it is automatic that we "keep troth" with our 
past. BCS is beautiful, it is bilingual, it is forward- 
looking, it is a wonderful place. And it is still what 
former Headmaster Robert Ross called, "the best 
kept secret in Canada." 

It is time we put an end to that. It is time that all 
who read this - all our Alumni, Parents and Friends 
- let the secret out and tell the world what it is miss- 
ing. 

Tell the world that our classes are small - aver- 
aging fewer than 12 students each.

• that our students get into universities in Canada, 
the USA, the UK and around the world; 

• that a third of them are on scholarships and/or 
bursaries; 

• that last year three boys cross-country skied 
across Lapland, and this year another three have 
climbed Mt. Kilimanjaro because of an endow- 
ment from a grateful parent and his daughter; 

• that our students participate in service projects in 
India, Kenya, the Dominican Republic, South 
Africa - to name just a few; 

• that our students come from around the globe, 
bringing their religion and culture to enrich the 
lives of their peers, that they learn to celebrate 
what makes them different and become life-long 
friends. 

Tell the world — 

• that our Alumni care about their School; 

• that in the past three years, they and friends of 
BCS have committed over $15 million to its 
future; 

• that many of them count as their best friends 
classmates from their growing up in Lennoxville. 

Tell the world that BCS is a place dedicated to help- 
ing its students to realize their potential - a poten- 
tial that too often is unknown even to the student 
in question. 

And as for who's got the best job in the world. . . 
I started at BCS when I was young and since my 
birth, I have been a staff brat, a Preppie, an Upper 
School boy, the brother of a Compton girl, a young 
Alum, a teacher in a distant similar school, a BCS 
teacher, a coach, a director of plays, a department 
Head, a Houseparent, Director of Development and 
Alumni Relations, and now I'm going to be Head- 
master. I hate to contradict my colleague, but I have 
to say, "The best job in the world? I've got it!"

Scott Abbott attended BCS from Form IV to Form 
VII, graduating in 1967. He involved himself in 
the School, as a student, as a cadet (ending up with 
the rank of Staff Sergeant), as an actor playing the 
Mayor in The Inspector General, but most of all, as 
manager for First Team Hock- 
ey. As a boy in the middle 
school, he was already fasci- 
nated by statistics, and as man- 
ager, he kept stats as they had 
never been kept before. 

A McGill degree in Psy- 
chology followed by a Masters 
in Communications from the 
University of Tennessee 
brought him into the 70's 
when he worked for the Sher- 
brooke Record and The Cana- 
dian Press. Throughout this 
time, he took pride in his 
apparently endless supply of 
trivial knowledge. One day, 
he and his friend, Chris 
Haney, were frustrated 
because the Scrabble game 
they wanted to play was miss- 
ing too many letters. They decided to create a 
board game of their own. The subsequent success 
of Trivial Pursuit is Canadian legend. 

Scott is now a director of Horn-Abbot Ltd. , co- 
owner of the Devil's Pulpit and Devil's Paintbrush 
Golf Courses and founder and sole owner of the 
Brampton Battalion OHL hockey team. He never 
misses a game and his interest in the well-being of 
his players is unparalleled. Scott has one son, Char- 
lie, of whom he speaks with great pride. 

In spite of the distance of time and space since 
the beginnings of Trivial Pursuit, BCS continued to 
be important to Scott. He looked back on four cru- 
cial years of his growing up in Lennoxville with 
good memories and in February 2002, Scott under- 
took to fund the C. Scott Abbott Chair for English at 
BCS.

Richard H. Tomiinson has worked at McMaster 
University for 52 years. He has seen former 
students become professorial colleagues and retire, 
while he works on. He loves what he does; he 
loves his lab, his nuclear reactor, his research. 

When Dick Tomiinson came 
to BCS in 1937, he was billeted 
at Fred Pattison's house for the 
first term. Fred and Dick hit it 
off; they had things in com- 
mon: a deep interest in things 
scientific and really sharp 
minds! This set the young stu- 
dent on his path to science, 
first at Bishop's, then, after 
three years in the war, to 
McGill for his Ph.D. and thence 
to McMaster where he spent 
his career teaching, researching 
and developing products such 
as radioactive iodine. 

During his career as a pro- 
fessor, Richard Tomiinson 
invested somewhat in the busi- 
ness world and when he 
stopped lecturing at age 65, he 
amassed a fortune far greater than his needs. So he 
made the biggest gift ever to a Canadian University 
- $64 million to McGill. He has not forgotten the 
institutions he attended before McGill either, and in 
2002 he undertook to fund the Richard H. Tomiin- 
son Chair for Science at BCS. 

Dick Tomiinson believes in people. He believes 
that the best way to improve an educational institu- 
tion is to invest in the people, in the teachers and 
in the students. 

For all his celebrity relating to his gift to McGill, 
Dick leads a quiet life. He plays his golf, he enjoys 
great food and wine, he loves his home of 42 years 
and he works in his lab. In his spare time, he keeps 
his own counsel concerning investments and he tar- 
gets institutions worthy of his generosity for his 
charity.
